She saw that it was a Chinaman, and 
screamed for help. Thy ruttive then atabb- 
ed her in the ankle as shu Iny in bed. Mr 
Rutherford, hearing the fur assiztance, 
had got up and come to Miss Gunw’s room, 
‘Ag he reached tho door, a Chinaman ran 
out, and when he tried to catch him the 
man struck back-bhunded at him sith a knife 
inflicting a shocking wound in the abdomen, 
Mrs Rutherford had meanwhile come out 
with a revolver, and at thak moment an- 
other nian ran out of the room and also 
stabbed Mr Rutherford, ‘The burglars 
then made off, and assistance was sent 


OF 

Dr Galloway was called about half-past 
three, avd on going to the house found Mr 
Rutherford with two large wounds in the 
abdumen. He immediniely did what ho 
could at the time, and sent down to the 
dispensary in les Place for cther and 
other necessaries, From that time all 
through the day, Djs Galloway, Kirk and 
Middleton bave becn in constent attend- 
ance on Mr Rutherford. 

It appeara that there were three men 
concerned in the affair. and that they all 
wore black clothes and had blackened faces. 
An entry was offected to the house by 
climbing up the verandah posts and 
cutting away the yerictinn blinds. The 
burglars had taken tho precantion to lock 
all tho servants into their rooms 5 whilst 
the Sikh juya was found aslevp having 
apparently been drugged. Miss Gunn 
saw three men in her, room when she 
awoke, and it haw been found that two 
vlocks’ valued at £8 sre missing The 
burglars apparently escaped hy the same 
way that they entered, The police ure 
actively investigating the affair, and hope 
very soon to male arrests. 

The ductors regard Mr Rutherfurd's cnso 
as decidediy serious, but happily Miss 
Gunn has escaped with only a wound io 
the ankle, and slight. wounds on the 
sealp and right hand. Mr Rutherford was 
stabbed twice, each being a running cut so 
to speak, One cut severed one of the 
internal orguns complotely, and the other 
was bardly Jess serious. The rounds Fe- 
quired very. dolicate and careful treatment 
as an injury in this region al the body is 
always a sericua’ matter, and‘the shock to 
the system almne is, very severe The 
uimost caro is being taken, the doctors 
being in constant attendance, mud its is 
hoped that it may he posnible to save Mr 
Rutherford’s life. 

Writing lacer, our contemporary says +— 
At u quarter tu: three this afternoon, tho 
gad newa came down from ‘Draycott’ that 
Mr Rutherford bad died st 2.110 p.m. The 
nature of the injuries to the abdomen from 
the.first augured the wurst results ; even 
supposing that the unfortunate 
had-recovered from (ho shock of the out- 
rage, it was Feared that peritonitis and the 
gravest complications would arise.
